Washington. June 30.—The plan for 


dissolving the 
Union Pacific-Southern 


Pacific merger, which Attorney General 
McRcynoIds, with the approval of Pres- 
ident Wilson has agreed upon with of- 
ficials of tha road aiul which was sub- 
mitted today to the federal court at St. 
Paul, allows until Jan. 1. Ifllfi for the 
complete iissolution of tlio combination 
adjudge illegal by tho supreme court. 


All previous plans are superseded by 


this latest one, which proposes that the 
Union Pacific shall exchange $30,000.000 
of its $120,000.000 holdings in the South- 
ern Pacific for the Pennsylvania rail- 
road's entire holdings in the Baltimore 
and Oluo—virtually an equal amount— 
and that tho remaining $SS.OOO.OOO shall 
be sold to the general public through a 
trust company. 


Present Stockholders Barred. 


Xo present stockholders in the Union 


Pacific continuing as such a.s may buy 
any of the Southern Pacific stock so sold 
nnd each purchaser would be obliged to 
make affidavit that he was not acting in 
concert or agreement with any one else 
buying Southern Pacific to secure a new 
control for the 
Union 
Pacific. 
The 


transaction 
would begin 
on Nov. 1, 


1013. and if not complete by Jan. 1. 
1910, the court would direct the dispo- 
sition of any Southern Pacific stock re- 
maining untaken. 


The court will be asked, before ap- 


proving tin- plan, to allow time for any 
one whether nn interested party or not, 
to interpose objections. 


Government Reserves Right. 


The government expressly stipulates 


that should any illegal conditions arise 
from the exchange of Pennsylvania and 
Haltinwre &, Ohio xtouk. either— under- 
existing law or future legislation, or fu 
ture interpretation by the courts of 
present statutes, the government would 
have the right "freely to assail" the ar- 
rangement.

Union Pacific Railroad company would 
then own 38.66 per cent of the capital 
stock of the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad 
company and the Pennsylvania Railroad 
company would own 14 per cent of the 
capital" stock of the Southern Pacific 
company. 


"Since the proposed • exchange would 


be a substantial step in the dissolution 
of tho particular unlawful combination 
now under consideration 
and at 
the 


same time would destroy tho stock hold- 
ing relation between two othe"r actively 
competitive- systems—the Pennsylvania 
and tho Baltimore &, Ohio—and since 
tho new conditions contrary to existing 
law would result therefrom, I think the 
court may properly grant leave to make 
it, subject to the condition hereunder 
stated. 
1 


"While the lines of the Pennsylvania 


system appear to be non-competitive 
with those of the Southern Pacific sys- 
tem, and the lines of the Union Pacific 
system non-competitive with those o* 
the Baltimore & Ohio system, it is mani- 
fest that the Pennsylvania lines and the 
Southern Pacific lines do not connect so 
09 to form a continuous route, nor do 
those of the Union Pacifio and the Bal- 
timore & Ohio. 
. 
New Federal taw Possible. 


"Furthermore, while at present no 


federal law forbids one railroad com- 
pany from owning stock in another non- 
competitive 
line., congress may 
here- 


after deem it advisable to change the 
national policy in that regard; and the 
courts may interpret existing laws so 


s to give them meanings different from 
nose now accepted. 


Wherefore, in order that any future 


egislation by congress on the subject of 
lie holding of stock by one railroad in 
another, and also all existing laws, may 
ertainly apply to the holdings which 
he Pennsylvania Railroad company and 
lie Union Pacific Railroad company 
,rould acquire by the proposed exchange, 
aid exchange should only be permitted 
ubjcct to the. following expressed con- 
ition, in substance: 
"That such permission shatl not be 
aken or construed as affecting the obli- 
ations, powers, rights, or duties under 
ither present or future laws of any per- 
on or corporation not a party to this 


nor be taken or construed M an

as tbe right to acquire or hold the 
iharcs of stocks so sold or exchanged 
nor as an exemption of any such party 
n respect of such acquisition or hold- 
ng, from the operation of any law now 
n force or which may hereafter be 
macted.

Leaves Power Unobstructed. 


"Not only would this provision leave 


unobstructed the power of congress here- 
after to legislate in respect of the stoc — 
„ transactions in question, but if any 
llegal conditions resulting from the pro- 
po=ed exchange of stocks under existing 
aw the government could freely assail 
t, if so advised. 


"I think the court with propriety may 


approve of the provisions contained in 
he aforesaid third amended plan for the 
disposition of such shares of the South- 
ern Pacific company owned or controlled 
by the Union Pacific Railroad company 
as shall remain after the proposed sale 
of 382,824 shares to vhe Pennsylvania 
Xailroad company, and of its entire hold- 
ings if such sale be not consummated. 


"These provisions put tho disposition 


of such shares under the direction of th« 
court. The .proposal is to transfer them 
;o a trust company, which shall become 
a party to the proceeding and in effect 
an arm of the court. The trustee has 
now power to vote the shares except

reports from all sections of Kosciusko 
county the erops are at least two weeks 
late. 
Ordinarily the harvest is at its 


height at this time, but this year the 
wheat is still green and will not be in 
shape for harvesting until about the sec- 
ond week in July. 


The wheat acreage 
is about two- 


thirds of the normal, and it is expected 
that the yield will not be over two- 
thirds of what is considered a fair crop 
in this section.

acreage is made up mainly in the greatly 
enlarged cornfields. 
The corn is also 


very late, but it is growing rapidly dur- 
ing the present hot weather. 


The hay and pasture has suffered con- 


siderably as the result of the terrible 
heat of the past couple of weeks. Farm- 
ers arc now busy cut-ting hay and a 
good crop is reported. Clover is better 
than usual this year. 
The few fields 


that are planted in alfalfa are not mak- 
ing much progress. 


The berry erop is Tery short in Kos- 


ciusko county. Early strawberries were 
an entire failure as the result of frosts 
and 
late 
berries 
suffered 
from 
the 


drought. The cherry erop is one of the 
best in the county's history. Peach and 
apple trees give promise of a fair yield.

To keep tho meals nourishing and 


cool in hot weather is a difficult task, for 
most of tho vcrv nourishing foods are 
heating to tho blood and most of the 
colder foods arc no', nourishing. The first 
thing to consider in tlie making of a 
menu is balance. 
The housewife should 


try to arrange tho light im-uls tor the hot 
days and to seize upon the occasional 
cool days for tho serving of nutritive 
foods which arc no necessary to the pres- 
ervation of Btrength. 


Meat should lie used IIH littlo as possi- 


ble in hot weather, especially the red 
meats, which tire very heating. To nmk 
a menu balance one must consider UIL 
different food values well. On tlie nigbi 
when a meat is served the rest of th 
menu should be light, such as a simpl 
vegetable and an iced fruit. On the othei 
hand, when meat is not served, the mem 
must provide plenty of nourishment ii 
other forms.

Chicago, 
June 
30.—Twenty-seven 


deaths—ten of them today—and scores 
of prostrations, -was the record *t 2 p. 
m of this the sixth day of the hot 
spell. The temperature reached 99 de- 
grees at 1:30 p. m., half a degree above 
the maximum June record. 


Heat here today wat still intense with 


death and suffering in its wake. Up to 
noon eight deaths were officially re 
ported and the police cared for forty or 
more cases of prostrations in 
public 


places. 


The temperature at 1 o'clock this aft- 


ernoon was 06 degrees. A thunderstorm 
promised for tomorrow is the only re- 
lief in sight. If the weather forecast 
materializes, the temperature may be 
10 degress less warmer tomorrow. 


Chicago's hot spell, which began las< 


Friday, continued today with the ther- 
mometer in the nineties. Last night 
was the hottest of the Bummer, and 
thousands of persons slept in parks, on 
roofs, porches, in back yards and on 
sidewalks.
